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Report of Lions (lub Hospital Committee 


(Editor's Note: At the town mass meeting held Monday night 
at the grammar school auditorium to discuss the project of a 
public hospital for Palm Springs, the following report of the 
Lions Club Hospital Committee was read by A lvin Weingarten, 
chairman of the committee. The Lions Club Hospital Committee 
set the hospital project in motion last season.) 


Last spring the Lions Club appointed a H ospital Com m ittee. The 
purpose of this com m ittee was to sound out public opinion as to 
th e need for a hospital for Palm Springs. If the reaction was found 
to be favorable, we w ere instructed to aid o ther com m ittees in 
finding some approach to the problem . O ur com m ittee, soon after 
appointm ent, asked th e different civic bodies, clubs, etc., of Palm 
Springs to appoint their own < inm ittecs to w ork independently to 
secure pertinent inform ation from other hospitals of like size com ­ 
m unities so that these findings could in turn be subm itted in m eet­ 
ings such as this, and thus could be evolved some crystalized plan. 
Among the things suggested by interested persons w ere the 
following: 
1. 
That it be an accredited hospital. 
2. 
That it be not too pretentious in size. 
3. 
That it be run by some group other than doctors. 
4. 
That there be facilities for taking care of charity patients. 
5. 
That proof be established th at there is need for a public hos­ 
p ital in Palm Springs. 
6. 
That there- be in attendance a doctor throughout the sum m er. 
O ne of our first steps was to attem pt to establish proof th at Palm 
Springs needs such a hospital, so w e w ent to the obvious source for 
facts—the local doctors. We have definite figures over the signatures 
of several of these doctors, and on the basis of the figures subm ittted 
by them we estim ated the experience of the other physicians. 
Evi­ 
dence indicates that in the last th ree years, not including this year, 
how ever, there w ere close to 2000 hospital cases or potential hospital 
cases in Palm Springs, or an average of nearly 700 per year. 
To be conservative, let us place the figure at 500 per year. W hen 
we contem plate confinem ent cases that go out of tow n, am bulatory 
cases which would come here for rest and observation, flu and pn eu ­ 
m onia cases, we do not have any idea of w hat the potential is. 
W hen we discuss size, we found a great variance of opinions as 
to requirem ents. Some suggested ten beds, some suggested forty 
and even fifty. A fter review ing the figures above subm itted, it is 
felt th at a hospital of about a tw enty-bed capacity would be ad e­ 
q u ate as a beginning, and could be added to as needed. We have 
b een able to determ ine that the average cost p er bed for building 
•the hospital would be about $2000. The average cost of equipm ent 
p e r bed is about $2500, so we find that w e can figure on the basis 
-nf $4500 per bed, built and equipped. A tw enty-bed hospital would 
th u s cost in the negihborhood of $90,000. 
A fter contacting a num ber of hospitals, we are convinced th at 
th e problem would be not so m uch the securing of the hospital but 
th e m aintenance. This is our m ajor hurdle. I had the pleasure of 
•discussing a hospital w ith Mr. C hoate of the R edlands Com m unity 
H ospital a few weeks ago. I spent three hours w ith this gentlem an, 
it w ould take three w eeks to really learn som ething about it. 
Mr. 
C hoate is the business m anager of the Redlands H ospital, and in the 
-three hours above referred to, he im pressed upon m e the im portance 


n f careful survey and planning and m anagem ent. 
T his man offers his aid and w ill be happy to m eet w ith your p e r­ 
m a n e n t com m ittee and give of his tim e and know ledge in helping 
form ulate plans, etc., w hich gesture should be taken advantage of. 
I would like to m ake a short report on our findings as regards 
th e m anagem ent angle. There are several satisfactory plans available 
am ong which are two I would like to dw ell briefly on. First, and one 
which lends itself adm irably to answ ering the m aintenance ques­ 
tion. is the Catholic Sisterhood. If the hospital w ere turned over to 
-them, we can be assured of intelligent economic m anagem ent. Am ong 
rts m any advantages are two im portant facts. W hen the season grow s 
slack, sisters and nurses can be transferred back and forth w ith 
o th er of their hospitals. A nother is that w hile the hospital is estab ­ 
lishing itself, other older and m ore firm ly established of their hospi­ 
tals can help carry the financial load. 
A nother form of m anam ent is a non-profit corporation, w hereby 
w e can get aw ay from Federal and State income taxes. 
This form 
is also attractive. The Redlands Com m unity H ospital is such an in­ 
stitution, and I should like to elaborate for a m om ent on the m echan­ 
ics of it. There is a hospital association in R edlands composed of 
100 mem bers, and these 100 elect nine m em bers to the board of d i­ 
rectors. This is a revolving board. Three are elected for three years, 
•three for two years and three for one year. On this board they have 
bankers, contractors, auditors, etc. This board hires a business m an­ 
ager for one year at a tim e w ith, of course, the privilege of ren ew ­ 
ing the m anager’s contract. This is proving a very successful m eth­ 
od, and Mr. C hoate w ill be glad to show you the setup, the books, 
etc. 
R egarding charity patients, a w ing could be used as a charity 
w ard for which the county pays $5.00 per day per person. 
M aintenance figures show an average cost of $1500 a year per 
jKTXon, this on a tw elve-m onth basis. 
The thought has been e x ­ 
pressed that an air-conditioned w ing could operate throughout the 
sum m er and the rest be closed. O ur costs would thus be lowered. 
T his com pletes our report.

leste in each case obscured the 
drivers view of the other ap­ 
proaching car. 
Since Tam arisk has been paved 
as far east as Paseo d e Anza the 
stretch along by the walls just 
east of Indian avenue has be­ 
come a dangerous traffic hazard. 
Traffic along Tam arisk Road has 
speeded 
up 
considerably since 
the street was paved, increasing 
the hazard at blind corners in the 
w alled stretch. In order to m ake 
the street safer the city council 
has been considering the removal 
of the Tam arisk trees from the 
I street, which would m ake 
the 
street w ider for travel. 
The accident occurred in front 
of the H arry H anbury residence, 
and Mrs. H anbury phoned for the 
police and the doctor.

It is reported that Mr. Welch 
is staying in Palm Springs for his 
health as he has heart trouble. 
Officers Roberts, Jackobson and 
Pow ell investigated for the Palm 
Springs police departm ent.

Miss 
H urst, who has been totally blind 
since the th ird day of her life, is 
know n throughout 
the 
entire 
w orld for her great work for the 
blind. The Hazel Hurst school, 
now under construction at Mon­ 
rovia, is a non-profit charitable 
institution devoted to the train­ 
ing of guide dogs and the rehabi­ 
litation of the blind, supported 
entirely by public subscription. 
Miss H urst, a young 
woman 
whose story of triumph is almost 
unbelievable in one so 
young, 
told of the training of the ‘See­ 
ing Eye" G orm an shepherd dogs, 
and of their rem arkable value to 
th eir sightless owners, to whom 
they can give complete freedom 
and independence which is other­ 
wise impossible. With her faith­ 
ful guide dog. "Babe." Miss Hurst 
lias traveled more than 250.000 
miles by land, sea and air 
Miss H urst is one of the most 
distinguished young lecturers in 
the world; she is an honorary 
m em ber of Rotary. Kiwnnis. Na­ 
tional Federation 
of 
Women's 
Clubs, the Newman Club and 
m any others. She is the o n l y 
w om an to have ever spoken be­ 
fore Rotary 
International 
and 
w hen she spoke before that o r­ 
ganization at Nice. France, two 
years ago, eight thousand Ro- 
tarians from sixty-liv 
different 
countries heard her. and her talk 
was translated into seven lang­ 
uages. Last sum m er she was vot­ 
ed the most outstanding woman 
of Now York state, and was guest 
of honor on a special day devoted 
to h er at the World's Fair. 
N egotiations are now

w ay for Miss Hurst to appear in 
a starring role in a film based on 
her life, to be written by Carey 
Wilson, the well known author 
of the Judge Hardy serias. 
The Hazel Hurst 
Foundation 
faces a financial program, which 
of necessity consists of heavy ex ­ 
penditures. Both the dog and his

m ust 
be 
scientifically 
trained by expert trainers, who 
have had four years' education in 
this work. Three months is re ­ 
quired to train a guide dog plus 
an additional month's 
training 
w ith the person. The cost of train ­ 
ing a working unit is approxi­ 
m ately $1,000. 
M ary Cook Cowan, well known 
pianist and soprano, who is also 
totally blind .accompanied Miss 
H urst to Palm Springs and pre­ 
sented several songs at the lec­ 
ture at the Desert Inn.

REPORT PALM SPRINGS MEN WHO 


CLIMBED SAN JACINTO SUNDAY 


Although it’s spring here in 
Palm Springs, y et Long Valley 
and Round Valley, located in the 
San Jacinto m ountains only 
a 
few m iles from this resort, are 
still locked in the cold grip oi 
w inter. This w as revealed this 
week by Jim M aynard, president 
of the P alm Springs Rescue Club, 
who last Sunday m ade a trip 
into 
these 
snowbound 
valleys 
above here. 
Jim M aynard and A lger Shel­ 
don, w in ter resident at 
Deep 
Well 
G uest 
Ranch, 
climbed 
mighty Mt. San Jacinto together 
last Sunday. Motoring to Idyll- 
wild, they parked their car 
in 
Fern V alley and hiked from there 
to the peak and back. They w ere 
17 hours on the trail. 
The Palm Springs m en struck 
th e first snow at the head of Tah- 
quitz V alley, and from there on 
to the peak it w as tough hiking 
through snow all the way. The 
snow is deep in Long Valley and 
Round V alley and Hidden Lake 
is frozen over, the men report. 


Snow in Long Valley 
Long Valley, th e final destina­ 
tion of th e proposed aerial tram ­ 
way, w as a beautiful sight, ac­ 
cording to M aynard. It is blanket­ 
ed in d eep snow', just right for 
skiing, h e stated. 
It was tough going for th e Palm 
Springs m en up the last stretch 
from R ound V alley to the peak. 
T he snow w’as frozen hard as 
ice, and it was all they could do 
to get a foothold on the slick, icy 
trail. W hen they reached the sum ­ 
m it, however, they w ere rew ard­ 
ed by a breath-taking view of 
th e Colorado desert and Coachel­ 
la Valley. 
In the direction of the coast the 
sk y was cloudy, and it was im ­ 
possible for them to see the v a l­ 
leys, according to the villagers. 
T he high wind w as bitterly cold, 
so they tarried bu t a short tim e 
on the {leak of San Jacinto. 


Unearth Mystery 


Jim M aynard reported a strange 
m ystery he unearthed a t H idden 
Lake this w inter. On a recent trip 
into Long Valley on Sunday, Feb. 
25, he found a shovel th ru st into 
th e snow on the shore of the lake 
w ith th e handle sticking up. Tied 
securely to the handle of the 
shovel w as a long, orange cloth 
stream er. 
Last 
Sunday, 
near 
w here Jim had previously found 
th e shovel, he and Mr. Sheldon 
discovered a very large pack fill­ 
ed with provisions. Also tied to 
th e pack was a long, orange cloth 
stream er. 
Their first thought w'as t h a t 
some hiker had m et w ith m isfor­ 
tune. They looked all around for 
a body and also sought to d eter­ 
m ine 
if 
someone 
had 
fallen 
through th e ice on the lake. H ow ­ 
ever, they could find no tracks 
o r any other trace of a hum an 
being, w ith the exception of the 
m ysterious shovel and pack. 
The 
pack 
was 
very 
heavy, 
weighing close to 80 pounds, much 
too heavy for a person to have 
packed into Hidden Lake on his 
back through the snow drifts. The 
pack was done up in a huge can­ 
vas and was padded w ith a num ­ 
b er uf blankets. It contained to ­ 
bacco and provisions for one man 
for a week. 
Dropped From Plane 


Finally the Palm Springs m en 
evolved the following theory con­ 
cerning the huge pack and the 
shovel. T he way the pack w as 
heavily 
padded 
w ith 
blankets 
and the w ay it w as sm ashed into 
th e snow led them to the con­ 
clusion th a t it m ust have been 
dropped from an airplane. This 
would also explain the lack ol 
hum an tracks in 
the 
vicinity. 
They believe th at a plane m ust 
have flown low over the lake and 
dropped the pack into th e soft 
snow. The orange stream er w as 
tied to th e pack (and th e shovel 
w as dropped so it would stick up 
in the snow w ith the stream er

Past w eek-end business records 
for Palm Canyon continue to fall 
as another new record was chalk­ 
ed up again last Saturday and 
Sunday, w hen the canyon enjoy­ 
ed the largest week-end business 
in its history. 
According to reports from the 
Indian office, 
1028 autom obiles 
visited Palm Canyon last w eek­

3618 
people. 
On Sunday alone 862 cars visit­ 
ed th e canyon with a total of 
3078 persons.

delinquencies among cities

500.000 or more. 
Los 
Angeles 
county has 11.7% fewer persons 
on relief than the national aver­ 
age. Los Angeles' 
per 
capita 
spendable income is 66.6G above 
the national average. 
New W ealth Given Credit 
"The reason for our 
sound 
foundation 
is 
importing 
n e w 
w ealth through sales outside the 
area of oil, clim ate (to tourists), 
movies, airplanes, and citrus—in 
that order. 
“Last year 1,703,167 
visitors 
came to Southern California. They 
poured $193,834,763 (Mi into the 
pockets of local residents who in 
turn spent it in our local trade 
channels. 
M anaging D irector Thomas re ­ 
ported to th e board that 
this 
y ear’s advertising campaign to 
draw a m illion new visitors to 
Southern California will capital­ 
ize upon th e fact th at the w ars 
have closed the doors to Europe. 
A trip to Southern California 
is going to be advertised as "a 
handy w ay to globe-trot, in an 
active bid for the trade of thous­ 
ands of A m ericans who can't go to 
Europe because of the war.” 
The facts th at the Hollywood 
movies have long known will be 
exploited — that w ithin a few 
hdurs drive are found scenery 
typical of ru ral England, t h e 
Alps, Sahara, Holy Land. Dead 
Sea, French Riviera. Italy, Ja 
pan, and alm ost any place on 
the globe. 
“B attle of F airs” 
California won th e "B attle of 
the fairs” last year, Thomas re ­ 
ported. 
At the tim e the A ll-Y ear Club 
began the largest national ad­ 
vertising cam paign featuring the 
fair, it was authoritatively pre­ 
dicted that New 
Y ork’s 
Fair 
would outdraw the San Francisco 
Exposition heavily. 
A ctually it 
did no better than two-to-one. de­ 
spite an eight-to-one bulge in lo­ 
cal population. New York was 
also slated to draw 40% of its 
attendance from outside the local 
Eastern area. It did only half this 
well, the rest of the people ap ­ 
parently going to San Francisco 
instead. 
In order to outsell the appeal 
of the New York show and give 
Am ericans an added reason for 
coming W est instead of 
going 
East, the All-Year C lub has a d ­ 
vertised “Combine an air-cooled 
Southern California vacation w ith 
a visit to the fair,” a strategy 
which drew extra thousands to 
th e Southland.

(Continued From F irst Page) 
is the obligation of the medical 
profession. 
It was pointed out th at doctors 
here m ake their living in tight 
months, rath er than 12 m onths 
as. in other cities not of a resort 
nature, but that this fact doesn't 
relieve the medical profession of 
its 
responsibility of furnishing 
Palm Springs medical protection 
12 months out of the year. 
Among 
the 
im portant 
facts 
brought out at the mass m eeting 
w ere the following: 
Important Facts Told 
It costs approxim ately $4500 
per bed to build and equip a 
first-class hospital. Thus it would 
cost $90,000 to build and equip 
the 20-bed hospital Palm Springs 
would like to have. 
It costs $1500 per year per bed 
to m aintain a hospital, w hether 
all beds are occupied at all times 
or not. 
In California one out of every 
10 needs 
hospitalization 
some 
tim e during the year. The aver­ 
age study of patients in hospitals 
is 12 days. 
A study indicated th at in the 
last three years, not 
including 
this year, there w ere close to 
2000 hospital cases or potential 
hospital cases in Palm Springs, 
or an average of nearly 700 per 
year. 
In California 75 per cent occu­ 
pancy is maxim um expectancy. 
For every dollar invested in a 
community hospital it costs 35 
cents per year to operate it. 
In California the average in­ 
come collected in 
hospitals 
is 
$5.75 per day per bed, which rep ­ 
resents an average deficit of $2.25 
per day. 
Citizens Speak 
A num ber of 
localites 
gave 
their opinion concerning the pro­ 
posed project. 
Mrs. Ted G riffith stated th at a 
public hospital open the 
year 
around is not just a convenience, 
but a necessity. She also stressed 
the im portance of a sum m er doc­ 
tor. 
Mrs. C. S. Henderson stated 
that vve don't need a public hos­ 
pital if we can’t support it. She 
suggested a large 
endow m ent 
fund so that the people would 
not have to be asked again and 
again to give money to the sup­ 
port of the hospital. 
Mayor 
Philip 
Boyd 
compli­ 
m ented A1 W eingartcn on his fine 
work. Ho pointed out that all 
doctors here 
take charity 
pa­ 
tients, 
and 
declared 
that 
Dr. 
Reid's private hospital has done 
much (or Palm Springs. Many 
have received emergency tre a t­ 
m ent at the Reid hospital, 
he 
sajd. Palm Springs needs a public 
hospital, and 
it never will be 
completed unless work is sta rt­ 
ed, the Mayor concluded. 
Dr. Reid Praised 
A. F. Hicks said the village 
needs a hospital, but in a way it 
has a hospital, he continued. Dr. 
Reid has spent time and money 
developing a fine private hospi­ 
tal. and he has taken care of 
many emergencies, 
stated 
Mr. 
Hicks. Mr. Hicks said it seems 
that something could be worked 
out between Dr. Reid and the 
other doctors whereby all 
the 
doctors could use the Reid Hos­ 
pital. "It involves hum an lives: 
maybe the doctors can be hum an 
and work out the problem.” he 
said. "I don’t think a 20-bed hos­ 
pital would put Dr. Reid out of 
business, but it might put us out 
of business," he continued. If a 
public hospital is built, we don’t 
want any yearly drives, Mr. Hicks 
pointed out. 
O ther im portant facts brought 
out included the following: 
The county will pay the hospi­ 
tal five dollars per day for car­ 
ing for charity patients, but this 
would leave a deficit of over two 
dollars per day. 


Would Lose in Sum m er 
The cost of m aintaining a hos­ 
pital in Palm Springs would be 
high. Because of the need for air- 
conditioning it would cost alm ost 
as much to operate the hospital 
in the summer as in the w inter, 


and in the sum m er there would 
be very little revenue. The hos­ 
pital would run way in the hole 
during the summer. 
Dr. Reid Talks 


Dr. Henry S. Reid stated that 
he has never turned down a n y ­ 
one that needed to enter his hos­ 
pital. He said that he is glad to 
see an interest here in medical 
and hospital problems, but stated 
that the people of the comm unity 
m ust be willing to dig down in 
their pockets and pay and pay 
if they plan to build and m ain­ 
tain a public hospital. "If t h e 
money can be raised, if a fund 
can be set up to take care of e n ­ 
largem ents that will be needed, 
if you are willing to assume the 
burden, let's go!", Dr Reid con­ 
cluded. 
Father Michael O’Connor sta t­ 
ed that owing to the European 
w ar the Catholic Sisters will not 
be able to assume any more hos­ 
pitals for at least the next tw o 
years. 
Asks Unbiased Decision 


Comm ander Boyd stated that 
the money can probably be rais­ 
ed to build and equip the hospi­ 
tal. but can we m aintain it. hi 
asked. He pointed out that 98 per 
cent of all public hospitals of less 
than 50 beds are in the red. He 
stated that the village should go 
into the proposition with open 
eyes, should consult experts and 
survey the needs w ith unbiased 
opinion. 
O'Donnell Speaks 


Thos. A. O’Donnell talked 
at 
length on the subect. lie was of 
the opinion that a doctor on duty 
here all sum m er is even more 
im portant than getting a 
com ­ 
m unity hospital. He pointed out 
there already is an emergency 
hospital here during the season 
(the Reid Hospital), but 
there 
isn’t even a doctor here in the 
sum m er for emergencies. 
Mr. O'Donnell declared P a l m 
Springs m ust not go through a n ­ 
other sum m er w ithout the serv­ 
ices of a medical doctor. He sta t­ 
ed ho would subscribe to a fund 
to pay the salary of a sum m er 
doctor for the village. 
Mr. O’Donnell stated there’s a 
lot of lose talk about the great 
need for a public hospital here. 
He pointed out that he loaned 
$57,000 to Dr. Henry S. Reid so 
he could build a hospital 
for 
emergencies. Dr. Reid’s Hospital 
has answered the purpose up to 
now; he has never turned out a 
case, asserted Mr. O'Donnell. 


Offers £25.000 


Mr. O'Donnell reported he is 
prepared to donate $25,000 to ­ 
w ard a $100,000 found to build 
a public hospital here if the v il­ 
lage will raise the other $75.000. 
He said he w anted th e hospital 
to be operated by some govern­ 
m ent agency, either by the coun­ 
ty or th e city. If possible, he 
said, he would like it to be an 
open hospital w here any doctor 
licensed by the state of Califor­ 
nia can treat his patients. 
(By 
th at Mr. O'Donnell m eant open 
to osteopaths.) H e said that he 
would be in favor of turning the 
hospital over to th e county of 
Riverside if it would accept it

European War 
Discussed by 
Lions Club Speaker 


Ycsetrday, Thursday, being the 
day of the second annual Palm 
Springs Americanism celebration, 
the program at the Lions C l u b 
luncheon at noon in The Desert 
Inn was built around the Amer­ 
icanism theme. 
Principal speaker of the day 
was Dr. Martin Hall, outstanding 
correspondent in Germany for 
several years for the Manchester 
Guardian, and who was exiled 
from Germany in 1936 for his 
opposition to the Hitler regime. 
A former citizen of Germany, Dr. 
Hall blamed the aggressiveness 
of the Hitler regime for the start 
of the present European war. 
However, according to Dr. Hall, 
the real reason for the war and 
the status of things as they are 
today in Germany are deep root­ 
ed in history, starting with the 
time of Bismarck. H e stated that 
the trouble began with the uni­ 
fication of Germany. 
Blames Allies for War 
He also blamed the Allies for 
the war. Because of their short 
sightedncss at the Treaty of Ver­ 
sailles, they created fertile ground 
in Germany for the growth and 
development of a dictator such as 
Hitler, he asserted. Also, he de­ 
clared. the democracies are re­ 
sponsible for the continuation of 
the war because they were so 
slow to act. He charged that the 
democracies practically handed 
Hitler 
Austria, 
Czechoslovakia 
and Poland by their hesitancy. 
He said that Hitler had to have 
war because of internal troubles, 
but that the war would already 
be over if the Allies had acted 
swiftly. 
Claims Hi.ler Doomed 
A former citizen of Germany, 
educated in the universities of 
that country, Dr. Hall asserted 
that Hitler will not last out the 
war. Although in power. Hitler 
does not have the respect of the 
real masses of German people, ac­ 
cording to the speaker. He told 
how Hitler rose to power, first by 
obtaining the assistance of one 
political party to kill another, and 
after that had been accomplish­ 
ed turning about and extermin­ 
ating the political party that had 
helped him. 
Present at the Lions Club meet­ 
ing were Dr. John R. Lochner of 
Los Angeles, secretary of public 
relations for the American Le­ 
gion, Department of California. 
Edward Trefz, organizer of the 
United States Chamber of Com­ 
merce and a leading figure in

League (with which Dr. Lechner 
is also associated), also said a

courses he has ever played on, 
and it is of such a nature that all 
of the clubs in the bag are re­ 
quired during the round.

Be­ 
fore Mr. O’Donnell bought t h e 
property, it was a camp ground 
and an eye-sore in the center of 
town, covered with tents, rocks 
and rubbish. The new owner con­ 
verted the property into the most 
beautiful spot in Palm Springs 
by developing a nine-hole golf 
course that is second to none. 
The rocks had to be cleaned off 
and hundreds of loads of soil and 
fertilizer had to be hauled in so 
that a good turf could be grown. 
A fter the speeches, Karl Kumpe 
presented the testimonial scroll to 
Mr. O’Donnell, and asked per­ 
mission to have it framed 
and 
hung in the club house on the 
golf course. 
Mr. 
O’Donnell 
was 
deeply 
moved by the expressions 
of 
friendship 
and 
appreciation. 
“This is one of the happiest days 
of my life,” he said. "I came here 
to honor a friend who is about 
to depart, and I find you came 
here to pick on me. Many of us 
here are nearing the end of the 
trail of life. Having gone through 
most of my life-span, I have won­

When his 
health broke again and he could 
no longer play golf, he decided 
to comply with the request of 
his friends and open the course 
to the public as a commercial 
course. 
“I’m not running that course 
now,” he said. “It is being oper­ 
ated by John Kline, and t h a t 
course is his life.” He praised Mr. 
Kline for his conscientious work. 
“George Howard, the professional 
on the course, is one of the finest 
gentlemen I have seen on a golf 
course,” he added. 
“He knows 
how to conduct a course. I get 
my ‘big kick’ out of life watching 
the people enjoy themselves on 
that golf course.” 
He said that although it is a 
little course, it requires more ac­ 
curacy than most of the other 
courses, and for that reason the 
best golfers of the world come 
here to practice.
